The movement of seed 
so far has been about as usual, with a 
steady rise in the amount handled. The 
mills of the South are expecting to 
crush more seeds this year, perhaps, 
than last on accouht of the larger 
crops. 
:’i Oil mills are more or less cautious 
h&the purchase of seeds due to excess 
íftoiáture in seeds coming from some 
parts. As is well known, excess mois­ 
ture causes seed to heat and dete­ 
riorate in storage. *
